STRIKE THREATENED AGAINST 
BOWMAN DAIRY COMPANY. 


Men, Stirred Up by Shea, Send Uitt- 

matum to Employer—Trouble All

| Shea’s Advice Is Followed. 

Shea's advice promptly was accepted, and 
a committee with full power to act will visit 
the firm this morning. It is authorized to 
call a strike, and, according to the officials of’ 
the union, will do so tnless the 
comes to terms.

The Bowman company insists that the driver 
who was discharged was let go 
failed to secure the required bond.
